Russian Court Adjourns to

Kiey, Russia, Oct. 16.—The examina- 
tion of the witness was continued yes- 
terday in the trial of Mendel Beiliss, 
accused of having committed a “ritual 
murder,” Detective Politschuk. who 
was prominent in the early investiga- 
tion of the boy Andrew Yushinsky, in 
testifying yesterday afternoon, virtu- 
ally chatged Krassovsky, the former 
head of the Kiev detective service, 
with poisoning Eugene ‘Teheberiak 
and his little sister, Valentine, who, it 
was judged, had seen Beiliss dragging’ 
off Yushinsky. He said he believed 
that both died from eating cakes that 
had been given them by Krassoysky. 

Krassoysky, un inspector of. police, 
was engaged in the case. and in a re-

state troops forced their way into 
Guaymas late yesterday, according to 
railroad advices received here last ey- 
ening. The despatches said. desper- 
ate’ street fighting was in progress.

Mexico: City, Oct. 16.—The  diplo- 
matic representatives of Great Bri- 
tain, France, Cuba, Guatamala and 
Norway, at a conference decided to 
recommend that their respective gov- 
ernments send warships to Mexico for 
the purpose — of affording legation 
guards should conditions so require.

FURTHER RESCUES

No Hope of Saving Other Lives

Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 16-—All hopes of 
rescuing more of the miners entombed 
in the Universal Colliery, where a 
great explosion occurred Tuesday, have 
virtually been abandoned. The report 
that a party of 29 men had been found 
alive in one of the galleries, has proy- 
ed to be erroneous, but a large num- 
ber of the dead bodies were encount- 
ered today. 

No official reports have been issued 
and this has caused much comment. 
Fire broke out anew this afternoon 
and is still raging. ‘There are no signs 
of life {n the pit. 

Up to a late hour last night 49 bod- 
jes had been recovered while 368 min- 
ers were still entombed. The shift 
which went into the mine Tuesday 
numbered 931, Bs

Meeting of Employees Lasts 
Superintendent Authorized 
Agreement to January 1, 


Until 4:30 This Morning— 
by Commissioners to Sign 
1914, but Men Demur. 


After a Jong discussion of their 
glevances which lasted) from 1 to 4 
o'clock this morning, the street railway | 
employes voted in favor of signing up| 
an agreement with the city without re-} 
ceiving any additional wages. The in- 
structions Issued by the city commis- | 
sioners to the street railway superin- 
tendent were that he sign up with the 
men an agreement to be effective until 
January Ist, 1915. The old agreement 
expired on August 8tst, and the men 
decided this morning thatthe new 
agreement should expire on August 
3ist, 1914, 

After the strugsle this morning, 
Magnus Sinclair, the general executive 
who has been here conducting the ne- | 
higher pay 
and a better agreement, stated that 
there was a very sore protest from the 
men over the matter of wages, but 
rather than strike and inconvenience 
the public at this time, the men de- 
cided that they would continue to suf- 
fer under the present jnadequate rates. 

The decision of the city commission- 
ers for Which the men — have ~ been 
waiting since the last con- 
ference on Monday was addressed to 
the superintendent and reads: 

“You are authorized to enter into an 
agreement with the street railway em- 
ployes, the union as well as the non- 
union men, in the terms of the condi- 
tions submitted to yous and approved 
by the commissioners. The commis- 
sioners will not increase the wages of 
the employes at the present time. The 
agreement will be prepard by the city 
solicitor and will last until the Ist day 
of January, 1915." 

The mass meeting of the employes 
assembled in the Oddfellows’ hall at t 
o'clock this morning and the discus- 
|sicn lasted until after 4 o'clock when 
{the question was put to a vote with 
the result that the majority favored 


accepting the city’s terms, thus avoid- 


ing a strike at this time. 

Under the new agreement the union 
is recognized by the elty and the sen- 
iority of the men will- be operative as 
in the past. Both of these points were 
in dispute earlier when the new agree- 
mnt was discussed, but the men. finally 
won out and succeeded in having them 
inserted in the new agreement, 

Mr. Sinclair Interviewed. 

“T believe the citizens will appreci- 
ate the patience and forbearance of the} 
street railway employes,” said- Mangus | 
Sinclair, the general executive oflicer, 
to the Capital this morning, “in yield- 
ing their reasonable demands for bet- 
ter wages at this time rather than 
proveke a situation which would mean 
a big loss to the city and a great deal 
of inconvenience to the citizens who 
depend on the cars to get their busi- 
ness done. I would ask them to” con- 
trast the attitude taken by the men in

Details of Her Construction 
Kept Secret—Armed With 
15-inch Guns, 


Portsmouth, Oct. 16.—Another nov- 
elty in battleships, the Queen Iliza- 
beth, which carries an immense arma- 
ment and uses oil instead ef coal for 
her motive power, was launched at the 
royal navy dockyards here: today. 

The ship, whose keel was laid on 
October 21, 1912, is of an entirely new 
type. Details of her construction have 
been kept secret. 

It is generally believed that her ar- 
mament is to consist of ten 15-inch 
guns mounted in pairs in barbets while 
her secondary armament of 4-inch or

Fire Caused by Explosion of 
Dram Containing Chemicals 


Second Officer Lloyd Measures Up to Heroic Standard—Takes 
Out Damaged Boat to Learn if Possible to Float 
in Rough Sea. 


New York, Oct, 16-—-New York took 
{n und sheltered yesterday the — lirst 
survivors of the steamship Volturno to 
arrive in this country, 105 /n nomber, 
brought into port by the Grosser ur- 
furst, the North German Lloyd liner 
thay sent the first rescue bout careen- 
ing across the heavy seas that made so 
difficult the task of removing passen- 
gera and erew from the burning chip, 

The wireless bad brouyot ashore 
graphic accounts of list week's 
tragedy, and today from the lips of 
some of the Volturno's saved there 
canie descriptions containing the Inti- 
mute details for which the world had 
waited, accentuating the heroic conduct 
ot the Volturno’s captain, officers and 
erew, and of men who manned the life- 
boats that put forth from other ships. 

Caused By Chemical Explosion. 

The explosion of a drum containing 
chemicals was the’ cause of the fire, 
according to a story told by Waldron 
Disselman, third officer of the Vol- 
turno, Disselman gave a thrilling nar- 
rative of the Jong hours spent on his 
fire inspecting the flames, sustaining 
the crippled wireless plant, lowering 
lifeboats, quieting the panic stricken 
people, steering the vessel by hand to 
keep her drifting. More than 80 pas- 
songers were burned to death when 
they were cut off by the flames, Dis- 
selman reported, 

Lloyd a Hero, 


New York, Oct. 16--Ranking well up 
with the bravery displayed by Captain} 
Inch were the feats of daring of sev- 
oral of his officers, among them Second 
Offleer Lioyd. While 10 o¢ean liners 
manoeuvred about the Volturno, after 
darkness had settled Thursdey, Cap- | 
tain Inch wirelessed: “We van't stand 
this long. © Our boats are gone. Send 
boats.” No rescue boats came in res- 
ponse to Inch's wireless. 

Then Second Officer. Lloyd) measur- 
ed up to the mark. Taking four men 
with him, he entered a damaged life- 
boat, the Volturno's last, and showed 
that the seas could be lived upon. Sec- 
ond Ofticer Von Carlsberg, Gi the 
Grosser ‘Kurfurst, told the story — of 
how Lloyd and his crew set the exam- 
ple for the other ships. 

“Soon a light—it was Lloyd's lamp-- 
was seen dancing up and down on top 
of the Waves," said) Von Carlsberg, 
“and in-a short time the Volturno’s 
boat reached us. Second Officer Lloyd} 
and his crew were in the boat, and no| 
sooner had they reached the Kurfurst | 
than the boat sunk, being nearly full 
of water. The trip had heen experi-| 
mental to see jf it was possible for a 
§mall boat to live in the heavy sea.” 


Grosser {Curfurst Sends Boat. 


Von Curlsberg commanded the first 
lifeboat that put out toward the Vol- 
turno as a result of Lloyd’s venture. 
Besldes the Grosser Kurfurst, others 
of the liners that had come to the Vol- 
turno’s assistance lowered Hfeboats 
and assisted in the dangerous work of 
rescue. Tho Carmania, which had re- 
layed the Volturno's wireless calls for 
help to the other steamships, did not 
despatch any lifeboats, according to 
Second Officer Lloyd of the Volturno. 

“When we got alongside the Voltur- 
no," said Second Officer Von Carlsberg 
of the Kurfurst, describing the first 
boat's trip, “I heard screaming on 
board, and T decided to keep away, for 
I tigured that some of the panic 
stricken people might Jump into. our 
boat and upset ft. I shouted to the 
oflicers of the Volturno to tell the peo- 
ple to jump Into the sea and they 
would be rescued. This advice way 
taken and we picked up man after 
man. When we got back to our sh'p, 
T found we had rescued 21 men. The 
following morning 1 made two trips) 
and rescued more. While we were at 
the Volturno'’s side, I could not see 
a single woman, They all appeared to 
be men.” 

Lloyd Mends Wireless. 


Second Officer Lloyd risked his life 
fr other ways than by his first trip 
to the Kurfurst. When the foremast 
threatened to topple it was Lloyd who 
climbed to the wireless plant and; 
mended it) so that communication 
would be maintained with the other! 
ships. Descending, Lloyd fell 20 fect, 
wounding his forehead. This was be- 
fore he took his crew of four and en- 
tered the Volturno’s last boat. Third 
Engineer Alfred Pinsch was another 
here, refusing to. desert the flame- 
threatened engine room until he got} 
orders from Captain Inch to do- so.| 
Then Pinsch donned his best uniform, | 
pocketed his mariners certificate and 
five sovereigns, and jumped overbonrd. |

Mayor Meets Grosser Kurfurst. 

Mayor Kline's committee, the Red 
Cross relief workers and representa- 
tives of various charitable organiza- 
tions, met the Grosser Kurfurst at the 
head of the Hudson pier, and the sur- 
vivors were brought to New York. The 
immigration rules were suspended, al- 
though many of the rescued were pau- 


The Uranium line, in whose ser- 
vice. the Volturno was engaged, will 
pay the passage of the survivors to 
their destinations, 
- Cause of the Fire 
New York, Oct. 15.—In broken Eng- 
lish Waldron Disselman, third officer 


of the Volturno, a quiet mannered man 
of about 856 years, told of his experi- 


fence during the 18 hours nue was 
aboard the fire-swept vessel. The 


eause of the fire he established as an 
explosion of a drum containing cheml- 
cals or oil in the forward part of the 
vessel. 

“T was just led to the bridge,” he 
said, “when the first explosion oc- 
curred, The Volturno trembled as if 
she had been struck by a heavy shell. 
Almost immediately other drums be- 
gan to be exploded. There was a 
rapid fire of explosions that sounded 
like cannonading, 

“Captain Inch was on the bridge. 1 
heard him shout out to man the life- 
The passengers came running 
in panic to the deck and sailors sprang 
to the davits. A gale was howling 
and the seas wers sweeping in great 
rollers around us. The passengers 
crowded to the rails so that the sailors 
had difficulty In lowering the boats. 
Meantime, the small drums and cases 
of chemicals were exploding by the 
dozen every minute. No one thought 
the ship could last five minutes. 


Flames Swept Upwards. 

“Flames swept up from No. 1 com- 
partment forward, and leaped to the 
forecustie. Within a few minutes it 
Was blazing. The gale fanned the fire 

“A boat was lowcred and made 
away. It seemed as if it would cap- 
size every minute. We lost it time 
after time in tho: trough’ of ‘the séa. 
Another was smashed: against: the; das 
vits before it could be lowered. The 
carpenters boat filled with men, we- 
men and children put off. Each boat 
required a complement of sailors to 
man it and as euch got away it left 
us with fewer men to lower the re- 
maining boats. 

“T helped lower the third officer's 
boat. -When it struck the water a 
1ieavy sea hit a.d swept several of the 
women. overboard. 
Was swept overboard, too, but he held 
‘n and climbed back. .I saw him take 
out an oar: to steer the boat away 
from the ship as It was in danger of 
breaking to pleces against the Vol- 
turno at any moment. He used the 
oar to advantage and the boat drift- 
ed away. 

“The fourth officer's boat was low: 
ered next, about 25 passengers wero 
in it. We let it down, clear to the 
ship, and T saw it, far away, about 
10 minutes afterwards. That was tne 
last time that boat was ever seen, s0 
far as I know. 

Root Sapsized. 

“I ran to the starboard and saw an- 
other boat fall of people. We did not 
lower that, hdéwever, as the captain 
said that the sea was too high anid 
that a boat could not live in it. 1 
turned around and saw the carpenter's 
boat floating 100 yards or so away. It 
was bottom up, 

“Then I went to boat No. 5, as the 
might try to lower 
that. Meantime the explosions were 
dying dawn. I found that boat No. 4 
had alreudy been-whipped by the gale 


against the dayits and that its. bow 
had been smashed, I don’t know why, 
but I lowered the empty boat. It got 


away clear of the ship. It was a pity 
that {{ was broken. Tho captain then 
gave the order to fight the fire. I went 
on the bridge. He coupled the “hose tu 
the pumps and stretched two lines of 
smoke and flames to No. 
1 compartment. The first Hno waa 
into No, 1, the second ono 
into No. 2. At that time, however, 
there was no smoke coming from No.

‘We had been working the wireless 
for nearly an hour, Finally wo gut 
word that the Caimania was com'‘ng 
full speed to nelp us. I ran to the 
passengers who were huddled. aft. 
Some of them were praying, some 
laughing, I shouted to them at the 
top of my volce that the Carmania was 
coming. Most of them fell to their 
knees, The panic among them was 
ended. I went back to the bridge. Tho 
captain told me that the rigging to the 
main mast had broken or burned, and 
that the mast was in danger of falling 
over the side of the ship. I got u cou- 
ple of tackles from the cargo and fixed 
them, holding the main mast firm so

“Then the steering gear on tho 
| bridge blew up with a loud explosion, 
I got the carpen-

soon the Carmania would arrive, I 
didn’t know, but I told them that she 
would reach us In an hour, and that 
suited them, 

“The Carmanla sent us a message to

but we couldn't do this, as the flames 
would have gone aft and we had to 
steer before the wind to keep them 
forward. 

“Tha Captain fought the flames hard 
and within an hour or two thought he 
had them under control, I went up to 
take an observation and fix our posi- 
tion, The smoke made it difficult but 
I managed to do it after nearly half 
an hour's werk. As I came down the 
wireless operator shouted that the 
Jarmania had been sighted.” 

“The flames beneath the deck seem- 
ed to be under control, but the fire in 
the forecastle was burning fast. The 
second officer and several sailors went 
forward to fight it there. I met the 
captain in the smoke, and he complain- 
ed about his eyes. They had been bad- 
ly burned and he was half blinded. 

“IT ordered two steward's to bring 
food to the passengers, and it was 
done. Then the Grosser Kurrurst got 
in wireless communication with — us. 
She asked if we needed her help and 
Captain Inch, thinking he had the 
flames beaten, wirelessed back that he 
did not need any more help, The Car- 
mania was nearby, Her captain asked 
what he could do and Captain Inch 
requested him to scout aruonl fer 
the beats that had put off She went 
about 10 miles east looking for them 
ance returned without finding Uiems 

“IT gave the order for all to make 
ready for the boats, Captain Inch was 
sull on the bridge, The passengers 
made ready. 

“Some of the passengers were brave 
and jumped into the water when the 
boats came near, and were picked up. 
Some were not picked up. One of the 
lifeboats was filled full and put away. 
It was the first boat that came to us, a 
little boat marked ‘New: York’; the 
second boat was from the Grosser Kur- 
fursi. I told the passengers not to 
jump unless the boat was very near, 
nnd they heeded my command; but 
most of them were scared and refused 
to jump. 

“Finally: the women, who begged me 
to saye them, slid down a rope and 
were taker, in a boat. More passenyers 
slid down the ropes. One of the boats 
from the Grosser Kurfurst almost 
touched the side of the Volturno. It 
was soon filled with passengers, who 
slid down the ropes. When I saw that 
no more would go, and that all the wo-. 
men were off, I slid down a rope and, 
without touching water, stepped into 
the boat. 

“The crew of that lifeboat had a ter- 
rifle struggle to pull away without go- 
ing foul of our’screw. All the boats 
had: a hard time getting back. The 
second and third boats of the Grosser 
Kurfurst were out nearly five hours, 
The ‘captain of ‘the’ Grosset’ Kutfurst 
thought that the last boat was lost, As 
it was nearly six hours before it came 
back to the ship. 


“Next morning the captain of the 
Grosser Kurfurst put two boats out 
again, The sea was quieter, and they 


took off the remaining 
without much trouble.” 


Cowardice Charged. 

New York, Oct. 16.—At shelter homes 
where they havo been fed and ‘clothed 
the survivors last night declared al- 
most In ons voice that many of the 
Volturno’s crew were guilty of coward- 
ice. They told of having seen sailors 
rush to the sides of the burning ship, 
push women and children aside, and 
leap into the lifeboat and lower them- 
selves, thinking only of their own 
safety while helpless passengers. re- 
mained on'the decks and prayed to be 
saved, 

“T watched that first boat as it de- 
scended to the water, and I envied 
those men who sat in it,” said Herman 
Hemer, a survivor. “They had found 
life.” : 

But the stories brought tn by wire- 
less and the ones told on land yester- 
day show that those of the crew who 
thus took the places of passengers in 
the lifeboats are not among. the 
rescued, The boats were overturned 
and all in them perished. One sailor 
leaped) from the  Volturno'’s deck, 
alighted amidships in an overcrowded 
lifeboat, and his weight split the craft 
in two and all were drowned, said one 
survivor, 

Passengers last nighi also described 
scenes of panic when the people in the 
steerage made their rush for the upper

Resignations. Expected 
Until After Close of Next 
Session, 


Ottawa, Oct. 16.—"“The recurring re- 
ports of the resignations of various 
members of Mr. Borden's cabinet are 
not likely to be verified, in fact, until 
after the coming session of: parlia- 
ment, at any rate,” says an Ottawa de- 
spatch to the Montreal Daily Mail. 

“The withdrawal of Hon. Louis Co- 
derre, Hon. Bruno Nantel, Hon. Mr. 
Pelletier, Hon. Mr. Crothers and Hon. 
Dr. Roche have all been predicted. 

“Some of these resignations, it is 
said, on good authority will probably 
occur within the next year, but none 
are likely to come just when the goy- 
ernment Js preparing for the session.

STRANGE FORMS OF. GREETING. 


or 


The kiss, the hand-shake» and the 
bow are the salututions that are in the 
most universal use at the present day. 
Yet there — exist rases to whom 
these forms of greeting would 
seem as ludicrous us their 
own customs seem to us, In this 
connection Reclam's Uniyersum  des- 
cribes some curious customs that the 
people of various races obserye when 
they greet one another. 

The prostration and the salanm, sa- 
lutations that many~-Orientals use, are 


only more pronounced forms of the 
bow. So there is a connection  be- 
tween the embrace, so common in 


civilized countries, and the greeting of 
& member of the Kolrai tribe of Bit- 
ish New Guinca, who, in saluting a 
missionary, placed one arm about nis 
neck and stroked him under the chin. 

Among the Masai and the Ukerewe, 
it is a mark of respect to ssreet an ac- 
quaintance or a stranger by spittiny 
at him. Almost as strange is the cus- 
tom ascribed to the Tibetans of stic!- 
ing out the tongue by way of galuta- 
tion. Rubing noses is quite common. 
The Burmese and many tribes of Es- 
kimoes, Laplanders and Malays do so. 

Stranger than any of these customs 
is the weeping salutation that hus been 
observed among Central South Ameri- 
can Indians. This form of. greeting 
occurs, too, in the Adaman Islands, 
New Zealand and Polynesia. A Portu- 
guese explorer describes the custom as 
he saw it used among a tribe of South 
American Indians: 

Whenever a guest enters a hut he is 
immediately honored and mado wel- 
come by being wept over. Without a 
word being. spoken he is led to the 
hammock. As soon as he {s seated the 
hestess and her daughters, and any 
of their girl friends who-happen to be 
in the house at the time, come and sit 
about the guest, touch him lightiy with 
thelr fingers and commence to weep 
loudly and to shed many tears, During 
this ceremony, In a sort of connected 
discourse,; they recite. everything that 
has. happened to them recently, and 
talk of the hardships of the rond and 
of anything and everything that) cun 
arouse compassion: and tears, The

BUILDS ELECTRIC 
STEEL FURNAGE 


First of its Kind in Canada 
Starts Operating at 
Toronto, 


Toronto, Oct. 16—The first steel 
manufacturing plant in’ Teronto, and 
the first electric steel furnace in Can- 
ada, started work yesterday, and is 
turning out steel castings at the rate 
of about two tons per day. 

For five years James A. Moffatt and 
T. C. Irving, Jr.. have been conduct- 
ing investigations and . experiments. 
Within the last. few months they claim 
to have got the manufacture of steel 
in an electric-furnace to such a point 
that it can be carried on on a com- 
mercial basis. 

The iron ores of Canada are for the 
most part low grade magnetites, which 
cannot be used economically in the 
blist furnaces on account of the low 
iron content, and to be of any value 
they must be crushed and then con- 
centrated magnetically. 

Tests show, it is claimed, that the 
steel turned out is of a good quality 
and possesses a high tensile strength. 
It-is also claimed that it is free of blow 
holes, slag and gas pockets, and of a 
uniform destiny.

Quebec house, and some advo- 
cates of this proposition believe that 
it will be possible to secure from the 
colonial office Wolfe's last despatch to 
Pitt, which created such doubt in Eng- 
Jand until removed by the:news of the 
capture of Quebec three days later, 

Literary Loan Collection.: 

These hopes are, however, unreason- 
ably optimistic. It is unlikely that 
‘such national possessions ‘will be 
~ placed in a country house where mea- 
sures of protection cannot be so 
effective as in their present home; but 
eoples of the despatches and other 
Wolfe documents and letters could be 
obtained, Mr. ‘A. Wolfe-Aylward, a 
member of a branch of Wolfe's family, 
who owns some of the most intimate 
relics of Wolfe, particularly the dress- 
ing sown in’ which his body was 
brought to England, is willing to loan 
his collection, ; 

Some of Mr. Learmont's recent pur- 
“chases are very valuable, He has dust 
secured one of the rare prints of the 
disposition of the forces at Dettingen, 
Wolte’s first engagement in. the Flan- 
“ders campaign,” Other articles are as- 
sociated with campaigns In Ireland and 
Scotland, He emphasizes the point 
/ that the purchase should not be” re- 
garded trom the view point of English- 
Canadian or French-Canadian, but 
that it is British-Canadian, He de- 
sires to have hung in Quebec house a 
portrait of Montcalm as well as of 
other French officers engaged inthe 
siege, In the hall he proposes to hang 
portraits of the King and Queen, with 
the royal arms, the Duke of Connaught, 
the Rt. Hon. Mr. Borden, Sir Wilfrid 
Lourier and Lord Strathcona, with the 
arms of Canada. 

Foundations of Canada. 

Wolfe and the courageous Montcalm, 
he says, fully appreciated each other's 
gifts, and as it was out of their

Mr. Mitchell referred to the charge 
that railways guaranteed. by the goy- 
ernment were not being constructed as 
rapidly as they should.

Tho two were wholly 
dissimilar, If the government borrow- 
ed-and spent large sums of money for 
public works, buildings, roads and 
bridges, colonization, ete, and thereby 
increased the value of property within 
the province, surely {t was entitled to 
some return, The government was 
bringing wealth into the province and 
should have at least a trifling share 
of what it had created. No oné could 
be deprived of what they did not earn. 

Quoting bond prices, Mr. Mitchell 
showed that Alberta securities had only 
dropped one point below the most fay- 
oved, provincial securities in “Canada,

* Dr. Stewart Expounds. 


Dr Stewart, of Lethbridge, opened 
with the kold statement that railway 
bonds, the interest on which had been 
guaranteed by the government, had 
been sold and the money received and 
used before the reads were built. This 
statement was Jater contradicted in the 
most conclusive manner by Mr, Boyle. 
Dr. Stewart claimed that the munici- 
palities did not carry all the burdgn 
in the eastern provinces, as might Rave 
been inferred from the address of Mr. 
Mitchell, In Alberta the proyince got 
all the fees from the land titles offices, 
for Instance. In the east these fees 
went to the municipalities in which 
they were collected, The municipall- 
ties also got their own educational fees. 

The member for Lethbridge put the 
government In the hole at the rate of 
35,000,000 per year since 1910, adopt- 
ing the famillar tory style of counting 
all the guaranteed railway bonds as 
public debt, With his next breath he 
censured the government for not going 
further in debt for the purpose of kill- 
ing noxious weeds in the southern part 
of the province. Another {item which 
the government had failed to provide 
for syns the water supply in the south. 
Many. farmers were severely handicap- 
ped in their efforts to develop the coun- 
try because they could not get water 
for their stock and for domestic use. 
The government, said the doctor, should 
drive wells here and there where they 
were required, 

Turning td the cost of legislation. 
Dr. Stewart quoted figures to show that 
the cost of legislation per capita in 
Alberta was 28.02 cents, while in Brit- 
ish Columbia it was only 23,03 cents. 
In Ontario the cost was 8.10 and In 
Quebec 8.52. Just how he arrived ai. 
those figures the doctor did not say 
and no one was sufficiently interested 
to inquire, To clinch matters the doc- 
tor taight have demonstrated that It 


cost more for beard and room and 
clething ~in Alberta than it did in 
Ontario.

Mr, Boyle reminded his hearers that 
in the tory province of Manitoba, so 
often held up as an example, the gov- 
ernment compelled the municipalities to 
collect taxes and turn in the money to 
the province for the administration of 
Justice, 

laying aside politics for a few min- 
utes, Mx, Boyle drew attention to the 
phencmenal growth of the University of 
Aiberta. Since the university was first 
organized in 1908, the number of pre- 
fessors had increased from five to 381 
and the number of students from 45 to 
more than 500. The university was 
performing {ts Work admirably and 
energeticully, The rapid growth natur- 
ally brought some inconvenience, It 
was necessary to conlinue construction 
work during the teaching terms, The 
rapid development demanded that this 
be done. The buildings were urgently 
needed and they had to be built as 
quickly ag possible. The object was to 
keep pace with the educational needs 
of the province. 

The minister of education sabmitted 
startling figures to show the proyress 
of educational work in the province. In 
jess than three years the number of 
schools had increased from 1784 to 2199 
and the schvol districts from 203 to 420. 
There were 2,651 teachers emnployed in 
1911 and over 3,200 today. To obtain 
teachers was a serious problem, There 


were 291 teachers training {tn the pro- 
vince at present. Since the first of the 


year only $370 qualified teachers had 
come to Alberta from outside. Out of 
the 3,200 teachers now employed, only 
900 had come . from without. I’emale 
teachers, as a rule, did not remain in 
service very long, They usually mar- 
ried, which was a very good thing, sald 
Mr. Boyle, although it deprived the pro- 
vince of thelr valuable talents. 

An absolute check upon educational 
progress, added Mr. Boyle, was the 
amount of school debentures registered 
and sold. In 1911 this amount aggre- 
gated $1,501,500, In 1913, up. to date, 
it reached the enormous sum of $3,589,~- 
000. 

Mr. Boyle dwelt at some length on 
the efforts of his department to main- 
tain a high standard for teachers and 
the success attending the efforts. 

He mentioned the teaching of ele- 
mentary ‘agriculture in = the public 
schools, stating that the teachers were 
prepared for this subject at the summer 
schools for’ teachers. Last year 75 
teachers took the subject and next year 
there would be twice as many, or more. 
Elementary agriculture was also being 
taught in the normal schools, The in- 
tention was to keep this up until every 
teacher in the province was able to give 
instruction on this subject. 

Mr. Boyle explained the system fol- 
lowed with respect to the teaching of 
children whose parents came from 
foreign lands, SA uniform type of 
school and a high standard for teacners 
formed the basis for this work and the 
results were eminently satisfactory.

he Daily Capital’s second annual five-mile road race will be 
run on the morning of Thanksgiving day, October 20, at 14 o’clock. 
The race will start from the Daily Capital office on Second street 
and run over a new course this year, which will take the runners over 


a route never traversed in the history of the world by a road race, 
for it will cross the river on the high level bridge. The course 
selected, which will be given in detail later in this article, is a spec- 
tacular one in that it traverses much of the main traveled thorough- 
fares of the city.

The Capital's annual road race was inaugurated last year and 
proved to be a great success, there being a large number of entries 
and an exciting race resulting, the winner, George Nelson, lowering 
the Alberta five mile record, : 

The winner of the race is awarded the Capital Challenge Cup, 
which must be won three years, not necessarily consecutively, to 
secure permanent possession. Nelson may not be able to defend 
the cup this year, but there are plenty of runners who will compete. 
From present indications it will be one of the biggest road races ever 
pulled off in Edmonton. \ ; 

Because of unavoidable circumstances it was thought-for a time 
that the race would not be run on Thanksgiving day this year, but 
would be put on later, but it has been found that it will be possible to 
run it on this day, and, although the time is short in which to prepare 
for it, the Capital has decided to put the race on at that time. Nearly 
all of the runners who are intending to enter the race have been pre- 
paring for this race, thinking that it was to have been run on Thanks- 
giving day, so that there will not be need of longer notice for 
preparation. 

The race will be a handicap, and Geo. R- Jackson, supervisor of 
playgrounds, will, assisted by others whom he may select, have com- 
plete charge of the race and will fix the handicaps.
